Ch ian g 's Decision Op en 
T o Several In terp retatio n s 
Chian g Kai-shek’s d ecision to give up the presi­ 
d en cy of Chin a is open to several in terpretation s. He 
may wan t to d evote all his time an d en ergy to lead in g 
a “holy w'ar” again st the Chin ese Commun ists. 
He 
may in ten d to become Premier in a govern men tal 
revision th at would make the Presid en t a figure­ 
head . 
Or he may have con clud ed that his political 
retiremen t in favor of an in d epen d en t will help Chin a’s 
cause in the ey es of the power on which Chin a must 
d epen d —the Un ited States. 
This third pcASsbiility should strike home to the 
lead ers of the Truman Ad min istration . 
It un d erlin es 
the in explicable n ature of U. S. foreign policy toward 
Chin a ever sin ce VJ-Day . 
Commun ism tod ay is the 
common en emy of the d emocratic powers. 
Of all the 
coun tries on earth. Chin a has waged the lon gest 
fight with the biggest fifth column . 
Chian g Kai-shek 
has led that fight sin ce 1927. when he put d own a 
Red civil war an d kicked out the Soviet Russian plot­ 
ters th at in fe.sted this coun try . 
Between 1931 an d 1945, Chian g had to fight a 
d efen sive war again .'t Japan . 
Mast of that time he 
fought un aid ed . 
Even after the Un ited States en ter­ 
ed the war, he saw the Far East treated as a very 
secon d ary fron t. 
An d even before the war’s en d he 
had to look on while Roasevelt han d ed over strategic 
Chin ese pasition ^ to Stalin , in the foolish hope th at 
this would buy Soviet frien d ship an d co-operation . 
All this tim« ' the Russian s w'ere armin g the 
Chin ese Commun ists to seize the rich provin ces of 
Man churia, which they n ow virtually con trol. 
When 
Chian g d esperately turn ed to America for help, he 
had to en tertain Gen eral Marshall’s mission to force 
the Commun ists In to the govern men t of Nan kin g. 
Sin ce Czechaslovakia, every school child kn ows thaS 
that would have been soiicid al for Chin a. 
Chian g 
realized it at the time. 
But because he opposed it, 
he in curred the ill-will of Gen eral, later Secretary of 
State, Marshall an d of the State Departmen t. 
Gen . 
Wed emey er's later an d evid en tly favorable report on 
aid to Chin a is still suppre.ssed . 
Tod ay , than ks solely to persisten t pressure from 
Con gress, Chin a is to receive .some econ omic an d a 
little military help from the Un ited States. 
On e can 
on ly hope th at the aid will d o some good . 
But if ever 
in iiistory there were a case of lockin g the stable-d oor 
after the horse Is stolen , this is it. 
In fact, the theft 
has had the witles.s co-operation of the chief oppon en t 
of Commun i-st world d omin ation ! 
Chian g is surely n ot retirin g from public life in 
Chin a. 
He Is n ot the man to sulk in his ten t. 
But 
if ever a man had a just grievan ce again st the tra­ 
d ition al frien d of his people. Chian g Kai-shek is that 
man .

Tod ay , P resid en t T rum an ,—an ex- 
artillery m an —is sid in g w ith Sec­ 
re ta ry P o rrestal’s Navy an d G roun d 
Forces, while Con gress—as in 1940 
—Is sid in g w ith th e Air Force.

obtain ed a visa to visit the U.S.A., 
an d believe it or n ot. is con sulted 
by S tate D epartm en t officials on 
legal problems. Furtherm ore, he is

gen ocid e—the

To Several Interpretations 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s decision to give up the prest* 
dency of China is open to several interpretations. He 
may want to devote all his time and energy to leading 
a ‘‘holy war” against the Chinese CooimunisM. 
may intend to become Premier in a governmental 
revision th at would make the President a figure­ 
head. 
Or he may have concluded that his political 
retirem ent in favor of an independent will help China s 
cause in the eyes of the power on which China must 
depend—the United States. 
This third pussbiility .should strike home to the 
leaders of the Truman Administration. 
It underlines 
the inexplicable nature of U. S. foreign policy toward 
China ever since VJ-Day. 
Communism today is the 
common enemy of the democratic powers. 
Of all the 
countries on earth, China has waged the longest 
fight with toe biggest fifth column. 
Chiang K ii-shek 
has led th at fight since 1927. when he put down a 
Red civil war anc kicked out the Soviet Russian plot­ 
ters th a t infested this country. 
Between 1931 and 1945. Chiang had to light a 
defensive war against Japan. 
Most of that time he 
fought unaided. 
Even after the United States enter* 
ed the war, he saw the Far East treated as a very 
secondary front. 
And even before the w ars end he 
had to look on while Roosevelt handed over strategic 
Chinese positions to Stalin, in the foolish hope th at 
this would buy Soviet friendship and co-operation. 
All this time the Russians were arming the 
Chinese Communists to seize the rich provinces of 
Manchuria, which they now virtually control. 
When 
Chiang desperately turned to America for help, he 
had to entertain General M arshall’s mission to force 
the Communists into the government of Nanking. 
Since Czechoslovckla, every school child knows thai 
th at would have been suicidal for China. 
Chiang 
realized it a t the time. 
But because he opposed it, 
he incurred the ill-will of General, later Secretary of 
State. Marshall and of the State Department. 
Gen. 
Wedemeyer’s later and evidently favorable report on 
ald to China Is still suppressed. 
Today, thanks solely to persistent pressure from 
C< egress, China is to receive .come economic and a 
little military help from the United States. 
One can 
only hope th at the ald will do some good. 
But if ever 
In history there were a case of locking the stable-door 
after the horse Is stolen, this is it. 
In fact, the theft 
has had the witless co-operation of the chief opponent 
of Communist world dom ination1 
Chiang is surely not retiring from public life in 
China. 
He Is not the m an to sulk in his tent.

Croaa*Eye Disturbs Vision 


The eyes are like a ball and socket 
joint and can move in all directions. 
But they must move in unison in 
order to focus an object; otherwise 
double vision ensues. This occurs 
b e c a use certain 
c e n t e r s in the 
brain are capable 
of s t i m u l a t i n g 
s e v e ral muscles 
simultaneously . 
C r o s s - eye, 
known technically 
as “squint” and 
“s t r a bismus," is 
not only a cos­ 
metic problem; it 
also i n t e r fern 
auh sight. 
The 
amount 
of 
im­ 
pairment depends 
upon how far the 
eyes deviate from one another. But 
nature has a way of compensating 
and in time, the job of seeing is 
left to one optic. It is the stronger 
eye that fixes an object and pro­ 
duces the true image that is per­ 
ceived. 
The other becomes lazy 
and may ultimately shut off en­ 
tirely; for all practical purposes it 
becomes blind. 
In this way the 
individual 
overcomes 
his 
double 
vision even though there is no 
change in the appearance of the 
structure. 
For this reason early 
treatment is recommended, before 
the weaker orbit lases Its ability to 
see. 


There are many causes of squint. 
One or more of the muscles may 
become paralyzed through a dis­ 
turbance in the nerve due to brain 
hemorrhage, abscess, tumor, injury, 
or inflamation.

The condition may de­ 
velop gradually or suddenly and if 
relief cannot be obtained by cover­ 
ing the good eye, operation is 
generally 
required. 
In 
children, 
muscle weakness, a visual defect, 
or a disturbance in the eye co­ 
ordinating mechanism Is frequently 
responsible. There are many varie­ 
ties and the abnormality may be 
constant, or noticed only during 
certain times of the day. 
In one of the most common 
forms, one eye turns inward. Far­ 
sighted individuals are the usual 
victims and the disorder begins 
early in life. It is most noticeable 
when the youngster looks at a 
near object like a top or picture and 
becomes worse during fatigue or 
alter an illness. In another type, 
the eye deviates outwardly and 
nearsightedness is a frequent ac­ 
companiment.

Glasses often prove helpful. Bene­ 
fit may also follow exercising the 
squinting eye. Tills is best done by 
covering or placing drops of atro­ 
pine in the normal structure, which 
forces the weakened eye to work. 
Orthoptics Is a third passibility. In 
this procedure, a device is employed 
that encourages the use of both 
eyes at the same time. The plan is 
most effective in youngsters be­ 
t a i n the ages of 3 and 6 years but, 
to be successful, demands time and 
patience.

. Surgery is not necessarily the last 
resort but is often recommended 
after a year if the other methods 
d< not help. In neglected cases, it

Air force Battle Between Forrestal And Symington Is Worse Than People Real 
ize; Mysterious Rumanian Entertains United Nations Delegates 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON. April 19.—Apro­ 
pos the current row between the 
Air Forces and the Army-Nary, it 
is interesting to recall th at in 1940 
the Army asked Congress for only 
six Flying Fortresses. This was one 
year after war broke In Europe, 
yet tile Army still didn t see the 
need of planes. 
And had It not been for Con­ 
gressman Rass Collins of Mississ­ 
ippi who demanded more planes, the 
Army would have been worse pre­ 
pared than it was. 
Today. President Trum an.—an ex- 
artillerym an—Is siding with Sec­ 
retary Forrestal’s Navy and Ground 
Forces, while Congress—as in 1940 
—is siding with the Air Force.

Senator 
Robert A. Taft dropped every­ 
thing over the week end to hurry 
to Ohio, and to try to stem the 
dreaded S ta te n tide in his own 
state. Meanwhile. Governor Thomas 
E Dewey, always a cooler operator, 
made a desperate but behind-the- 
scenes power play to line up Penn­ 
sylvania, Michigan and Indiana sup­ 
port, once and for all, prior to the 
Oregon primary. 
Of the two operations. Governor 
Dewey s was by far the more Inter­ 
esting. Even lf Senator Taft saves 
his bacon in Ohio, he will hardly 
gam the Republican nomination. He 
is blocked by his singularly poor 
showing as a vote getter in Ne­ 
braska. and the cruel verdict of the 
opinion polls that he is almost the 
only living Republican whom Presi­ 
dent Truman ran still defeat. 


On the other hand, if Governor 
Dewey can get his eager hands on 
a 
substantial proportion 
of the 
Pennsylvania. Indiana and Michi­ 
gan 
delegations, 
the 
gain 
of 
strength will make him front run­ 
ner again. He will then become the 
most formidable stop-Btassen can­ 
didate in hts own right. In this re­ 
spect. Dewey's position is marked!y 
different from Taft's 
He has an answer to his pri­ 
mary defeats by Stassen. even if 
Stassen 
wallops him in Oregon. 
Thus far. at least, he has made a 
slightly better showing than his 
rivals rn the opinion polls..

Truman More Impressive Off 


Record In His Talk To Editors 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON. April 19-When 
President 
Truman 
finished 
the 
broadcast of his formal speech last 
Saturday night before the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors, he 
sighed as if a burden had been lift­ 
ed. Then he proceeded to talk for 
a half-hour to the editors “off the 
record" and made a lasting im­ 
pression on them. 
It was an impression of natural­ 
ness and simplicity. Many an edi­ 
tor said afterward that if Mr. Tru­ 
man would only discard formal 
speeches and talk in 
the same 
earnest and matter-of-fact way to 
all audiences he would be revealed 
as almost an entirely different per­ 
sonality. 
What the President said wasn't in 
itself new. they added, but -there 
was a ring of sincerity and per­ 
suasiveness in his voice and manner 
that carried conviction. W’hen Mr. 
Truman was in the Senate he was 
able to talk externperaneously with­ 
out having every sentence analyzed 
or dissected and he had a much 
more enjoyable time expressing his 
opinions. 
When a man becomes President, 
however, he is warned that every 
phrase must be weighed so that no 
passible misunderstanding can re­ 
sult. But it is doubtful whether the 
advantages of such excessive cau­ 
tion are enough to outweigh the 
disadvantages of a seeming artifi­ 
ciality. For one thing. Presidents 
are often convinced that on certain 
subjects they must accept prepared 
memoranda in which the style of 
expression happens to be so differ­ 
ent from their own that almost 
everybody seems to detect the “ghost 
writing" technique, and a feeling 
of doubt sometimes arises as to 
sincerity. 
Sometimes 
memoranda 
prepared by outside organizations 
reveal whole paragraphs that later 
creep 
into 
presidential 
speeches 
without enough paraphrase to dis­ 
guise their origin. 
Part-and Parcel of Custom 
All this is part-and-parcel of 
presidential custom because of the 
wide variety of topics on which a 
President is expected to be omnis­ 
cient. 
Mr. Truman in a sense represents 
an average man s approach to state­ 
craft. He likes to tackle subjects 
directly and frankly and the type 
of speech he made to the editors 
here, and particularly the natural 
inflections of voice, would do much 
to enhance his stature with the 
American people were he to repeat 


it before other audiences. It ma: 
be. of course, that the need ta 
broadcasting speeches on the radii 
has something to do with the 
heaviness of the addresses. The at­ 
tempt usually is to pack a lot of 
arguments and ideas into a single 
address. Long words that the Presi­ 
dent wouldn’t use normally or nat­ 
urally make the addresses seem 
stilted and the reading In mono­ 
tones detracts from the vitality of 
the utterance. 
Mr. Truman’s talk was delivered 
in the pretence of Chief Justice 
Vinson and members of Congress 
who were guests at the editor’s 
banquet. Senator 
Vandenberg 
of 
Michigan sat a few feet away at 
the head table listening intently 
to the President’s remarks but. in 
accordance with his recent custom. 
he made no comment afterward. 
The Michigan senator is very popu­ 
lar with the editors. Twenty-five 
years ago, when he was editor of 
the Grand Rapids Herald, he was 
one of the founders of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors. He 
was regarded at the time as a suc­ 
cessful newspaper editor and man­ 
ager of the publishing property. His 
popularity, today, however, stems 
from the fact that he handled so 
successfully the European recovery 
program legislation in the Senate 
As Republican chairman of the Sen­ 
ate foreign relations committee, he 
carried the ball for the Democratic 
side all through the debate. 
Speculate On COP Ticket 
There was much political gossip­ 
ing among the visiting editors, as 
is to be expected to a presid«*ntial- 
campaign year. Many of the editors 
frankly said they believed a Van- 
denberg-Stassen ticket would sweep 
the country and th at it seemed to 
be the strongest combination the 
Republicans could nominate at Heir 
June convention. There were of 
course exceptions—those who ’cit 
that both Dewey and Taft were sill 
strong contenders—but it was eay 
to see th at the showing of 5tas.«n 
in the Wisconsin and 
NebraJta 
primaries had made a profound ln- 
pression. There were a few editor 
who thought Stassen might jrt 
make the grade despite oppasitim 
from the regular Republican grouv. 
It seemed to be taken for grantxJ 
by many editors that Mr. Trum n 
would get the Democratic nomui- 
tion, thous Ii there were skeptcs 
even on that as is also to be «- 
pected in a year of great uncr- 
talnty in national politics.

oebbels wrote in his dairy: 
. . . This war was started 
because of a midget state; 
but no (sic), when it has 
reached the decisive culminating 
point, such states allegedly have no 
right to exist any more. All funda­ 
m ental conception of how nations 
are to live together seem upside 
down in this wild spiritual and po­ 
litical confusion. Therein lies our 
great chance.’’ 
The midget nation to which the 
Nazi chieftain referred was Poland, 
a country of 150.470 square miles, 
with 34.770.000 human beings. Sup­ 
pose it were smaller; suppose the 
population were smaller—do those 
people not have an inalienable right 
to a 
government of their own 
choosing? The United States failed 
to answer that question affirmative­ 
ly at Teheran. Yalta and Potsdam. 
And so Poland has gone out of ex­ 
istence. having become a mere pro­ 
vince of Soviet Russia. 


The principal loser in that 
error of judgment is not Pol­ 
and; It is the United States. 
When 
the 
President 
of 
the 
United States is worried by the 
prospects of war. he face* the 
specter of unforgivable errors 
made by his predecessor, his ad­ 
visers and associates who were 
guided neither by moral prin­ 
ciples nor by international law 
but by the whims and practi­ 
calities 
that 
came 
to them. 
Therefore, we lost a war and 
may be forced by circumstances 
to do it over again. 


Henry L. Stimson, in hi* memoirs, 
published 
in 
the “Ladies 
Home 
Journal.” says of this: 
. . Much of the policy of the 
United States toward Russia, from 
Teheran to Potsdam, was dom inat­ 
ed by the eagerness of the Amer­ 
icans to secure a firm Russian com­ 
mitment to enter the Pacific war. 
And st Potsdam there were Amer­ 
icans who thought still in terms of 
securing 
Russia’s 
help 
in 
the 
Pacific war. Stimson . . . was dis­ 
turbed to find that a part of the 
Russian price was a Soviet lease of 
Port Arthur and Soviet participa­ 
tion with the Chinese in the con­ 
trol of the Manchurian railways. 
This agreement was accompanied by 
a Russian promise to leave the Chi­ 
nese in full control of Manchuria, 
but in the light of the Polish situa­ 
tion Russian promises of this char­ 
acter no longer seemed reliable . . . 


In a word, those in charge of 
our war in the Far Fast were 
not capable of appraising our 
capacity to fight or win. They 
permitted this country to be 
blackmailed by an enemy, dis­ 
guised aa an ally, who made 
•ach demands aa we had re­ 
jected from the day of the John 
Hay Open Door Policy In 11199 
to the Hull ultimatum of Nov­ 
ember 26. 1941. We went to war 
with Japan over Manchuria, but 
at Yalta, Boose veil agreed to 
authorise Russia to exercise the 
very righta in Manchuria which 
, had brought on Pearl Harbor. 


Therefore, we lout the Par East­ 
ern War. for whereas we pushed the 
Japanese out 
of 
Manchuria 
we 
pushed the Russian* into i t They 
were engaged rn the Far Eastern 
War for six days; yet out of it they 
received Manchuria, half of Korea, 
membership In the Council which 
pretends to control General Mac­ 
Arthur. and the stores of the Kuan- 
tung Army, the best equipped of 
the Japanese military force*, which 
they have presented to the Chinese 
Communist* for the purpose of con­ 
quering the whole of China. 
* 
Because af these errors, we 
may have to do the Far East­ 
ern War over again at huge cost 
of life and wealth. The respon­ 
sibility for these errors cannot 
be shirked either by those who 


made them or their apodixis. 
For should this Ameriranrivl- 
lization fall, it will be bdause 
its representatives at Tetran, 
Yalta and Potsdam were rith- 
out either moral respomlility 
or respect for this country4 in­ 
ternational obligations. 


So we arc in peril of war $d w« 
need to know the truth. Yetipro- 
* lessor Frederick Schuman of Wil­ 
liams College, writing in “fcviet 
Russia Today," makes the post, 
with regard to the publication iy 
the State Departm ent of the dce­ 
ments relating to the Stalin-H itlr 
Alliance. 
“. . . W hat is entirely withou 
precedent, so far as I can discovei 
is, the publication of document! 
from the archives of a vanquizhec 
enem* for the purpose of defaming 
a recent ally. , . .” 


In a word, the American peo­ 
ple may only pay taxes for war; 
they may only die for their 
country—but under no circum­ 
stances are they to know the 
truth.

For, as life Is lived, we furnish 
our faces as we furnish our minds 
I have every book on Lincoln por­ 
traits that has been published, sc 
tar as I have ben able to learn. The 
early Lincoln face is not the faci 
of Lincoln, the President and m ar­ 
tyr. I have studied these pictures, 
and in not a single one of them do 
you discover a smile? There are a 
few* that show a pleasant expression 
but most of them are full of sorrow, 
anxiety, sympathy, and yet dignity. 
We do know, however, that 
hi 
did smile and that he was a wonder­ 
ful story teller, and that he must 
have laughed grately at times, to 
relieve the stress th at tore deeply 
into his heart. 
Emerson must have had in mind 
the look in one’s face when he said: 
What you are speaks so loudly 
that I cannot hear what you say.” 
The face does speak. It Is a book 
jn itself. Look into any of me later 
portraits of Napoleon and there you 
will se4 stamped, as though in words, 
power, will, ambition—and cruelty. 
In Charles Reade’s great book 
“The Cloister and the H earth” he 
tells of the character Gerard and 
his soldier companion who came to 
an inn with a sign outside stating 
that no credit was given, and this 
was called to the attention of the 
keeper-hostess, who later remarked:
